young Hiker’s chest, causing his death.” 
This is the substance of the defense of Mrs. Helen 
Hiker, 20-year-old mother, on trial for her life, as out­ 
lined in the opening address to the jury, by defense 
counsel, J. Donald Swope. 
The prosecution rested its case, shortly before ten 
o’clock this morning, after calling two witnesses to the 
stand. 
In his opening address Attorney Swope, recited the 
tubercular condition of the defendant as lacing “ far ad­ 
vanced” which induced a low mentality, but not as of 
insanity, and that in her weakened condition, worries 
over her husband’s alleged confession of infidelity, she 
sought to scare him into ceasing his attentions to other 
girls.
